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Rejoice  with  us,  friends!  On  July  26,  1959  KPFK  officially  began  broadcasting 
at  12  noon  with  Beethoven's  "Consecration  of  the  House"  Overture.  We  then  had 
a  total  of  3,356  subscribers;  we  were  on  the  air  from  noon  until  midnight;  and  our 
first  Folio  featured  a  smog-free  spread  of  Los  Angeles  from  five  thousand  feet. 

Some  things  change:  KPFK's  subscriber  list,  its  transmitter,  and  its  schedule  — 
all  have  improved.  On  July  26,  1962  — three  years  later  and  wiser  and  most 
hopefully  — we  have  more  than  9,500  subscribers,  a  17-hour  broadcasting  day, 
and  a  better  transmitter. 

In  three  years,  KPFK's  staff  has  grown  and  changed  too.  This  is  one  reason  for 
the  station's  evolution,  of  course,  and  the  present  staff  builds  upon  the  ideas  and 
efforts  of  former  members.  However,  KPFK's  founding  principles  do  not  change, 
and  the  Pacifica  stations  remain  a  major  abode  of  free  and  creative  expression 
in  radio. 

During  our  three  years  of  existence,  the  stafF  has  been  enormously  helped  by 
volunteers.  On  occasion,  volunteers  man  the  control  board,  give  the  news,  and 
record  speakers  in  areas  far  from  the  station.  Some  stuff  envelopes  and  get  out 
our  mass  mailings;  others  do  programs^— one  notable  example  is  the  producer 
of  our  children's  series.  The  station  depends  upon  the  volunteers  —  its  operation 
would  be  sadly  diminished  and  different  without  them. 

Indeed,  basically  KPFK,  like  Pacifica  station  KPFA  in  Berkeley  and  WBAI  in 
New  York,  is  a  result  of  lively  and  productive  interaction  between  Pacifica  prin- 
ciples and  the  assistance  and  activity  of  the  station  community.  This  is  true  of  our 
programming,  planning,  financing  —  in  short,  of  our  functioning  in  every  way. 

So  we  enter  our  fourth  year  in  Southern  California.  We  —  staff ,  volunteers, 
subscribers  —  mean  to  go  on  improving  the  KPFK  operation  in  the  future;  taking 
pleasure  in  the  past  and  the  present. 

You'll  find  our  quiet  celebrations  and  some  cerebration  at  3  PM  and  8  PM  on 
the  26th.    Rejoice  with  us!
